man for  three  years  ensuing. 

3.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  or  more 

Auditors  for  the  year  ensuing. 

4.  To   choose   by   ballot   and   major  vote,   Library 

Trustees  for  the  year  next  ensuing 

5.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vott  a  Tax  Col- 

lector for  the  year  ensuing. 

6.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  msjor  vote  all   other 

necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing., 

7.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  ?s  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  its  Selectmen  to 

appoint  all  other  Town  Olilcers  as  required  by 
law. 


9.     To  raise  such  sums  of  money  ^s  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges- 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 

struct its  Selectmen  to  take  such  action  re- 
garding plowing  or  otherwise,  in  keeping 
winter  roads  open  in  said  Town  for  the  year 
ensuing,  as  in  their  judgment  seems  most  con- 
ducive to  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will   accept  State  Aid  for 

construction  of  Class  V.  roads  and  raise  and 
appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purposes  the 
sum  of  $392.24;  and  the  Siate  wiil  contribute 
the  sum  of  $2,614.93. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  and 

authorize  the  selectmen  to  use  tlie  whole  or 
a  part  thereof,  of  the  surplus  of  money  now 
in  the  Town  Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  lower- 
ing the  tax  rate  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

13.  To   see  if  the   Town  will  vote  to   olect  two  or 

more  road  agents  to  serve  the  Town  for  the 
year  ensuing  and  if  two  or  more  are  elected, 
to  define  the  limits  of  said  districts  that  are 
to  be  covered  by  such  road  agents  as  elected; 
also  to  fix  the  price  per  day  for  the  hiring 
manual  labor,  teams  and  trucks  for  work  on 
town  roads. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 

propriate the  sum  of  $48.04  to  the  White 
Mountains  Region  Association,  being  10c  per 
$1,000  (1-lOOth  of  1%)  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  Town  for  the  previous  year,  for 
the  purpose  of  issuing  and  distributing  printed 
matter  and  advertising  and  otherwise  publiciz- 
ing the  advantages  of  the  town,  in  cooperation 
with  the  other  towns  of  the  region. 


15.  To   see   what   action   the   Town   will   take   with 

reference  to  hiring  the  Coltbrook  Fire  Pre- 
cinct, for  the  purposes  of  extinguishing  fires, 
in  said  Town,  and  in  event  of  favorable  action 
to  make  necessary  appropriation  for  the  same. 

16.  To  raise  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

for  the  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 

Selectmen  to  incur  the  debts  for  temporary 
loans  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  ensu- 
ing municipal  year  and  to  pay  such  debts  out 
of  the  tax  money  when  it  is  received. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 

to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's 
Deeds. 

19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 

for  the  support  of  the  town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 

Two  Hundred  Dollars  for  the  purposes  of  cut- 
ting and  removing  the  bushes  from  the  side 
of  the  highways  in  such  placis  as  the  Selectmen 
think  most  expedient. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  re- 

ports of  Agents,  Auditors,  Selectmen,  and  all 
other  officers  and  ratify  and  confirm  the  same.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  tne  Citizens  of  the 
School  District  of  Columbia. 

Forewordl 

If  we  stop  for  a  moment  to  look  into  the  future, 
during  these  days  of  increasing  uncertainty,  we  have 
reason  for  grave  concern.  At  first  we  may  be  a  bit 
prone  to  think  of  expenses.  With  the  cost  of  living 
steadily  rising,  accompanied  with  the  parallel  raises 
in  salaries  in  all  types  of  work  generally,  overall  in- 
creases in  school  operational  cosis  can  be  expected. 
Add  to  this  general  contributing  factor  those  in  our 
schools  of  even  larger  enrollments,  sti^l  higher  tuition 
rates,  an  alarming  scarcity  of  elementary  teachers, 
continued  expansion  and  impro^^^ement  to  provide 
more  adequate  facilities  and  equipment,  and  no  state 
aid  in  some  cases,  the  necessity  of  increases  in  the 
school  budget  becomes  apparent. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  predous  reports,  how- 
ever, the  matter  of  primary  concern  to  us  is  the  ex- 
tent to  which  we  are  providing  a  training  which  will 
help  our  boys  and  girls  to  meet  the  perplexing  situa- 
tions, and  solve  more  adequately  the  difficult  prob- 
lems in  future  life.  This  means  that  as  the  boy  or 
girl  progresses  through  the  work  in  the  successive 
grades  in  his  or  her  school  life,  it  is  higMy  important 
that  opportunities  be  provided  for  him  or  her  to  apply 
the  facts  and  concepts  learned.  In  this  way  only  can 
that  understanding,  self  reliance  and  ba&ically  sound 
judgment  be  developed,  which  will  ultimately  result 
in  a  philosophy  of  life  of  thought  afld  action  which 
will  help  to  make  this  a  better  world  iij  which  to  live. 

Teachers 

During  this  period  of  eontlnii'^'d  shortage  of 
elementary  teachers,  we  are  very  fortunate  to  have 
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veteran  teachers  in  every  Dosition  in  the  district. 
Viola  H.  Sutton,  who  formerly  taught  at  the  Valley 
School,  now  closed,  teaches  at  the  Grand  Division 
School.  The  same  teachers  have  returned  to  the 
three  remaining  schools.  Florence  B.  Hughes  is  at 
Church,  Gladys  P.  Fearon  at  Cone,,  and  Mary  E.  Gray 
at  South  Columbia. 

Enrollment 

With  the  closing  of  the  Valley  School  the  en^- 
rollment  of  88  pupils,  is  of  course,  less  than  it  was  last 
year  when  105  were  on  the  membership  list  in  our 
schools.  However,  this  numbpr  compares  favorably 
with  the  89  enrolled  two  years  ago.  The  average 
percentao-e  of  attendance  for  the  five  schools  in  opera- 
tion during  the  past  year  was  94.55  and  the  average 
number  of  tardinesses  per  pupil  was  .37.  A  tabula- 
tion immediately  following  the  statement  of  the  esti- 
mated income  of  the  district  in  this  report  shows  a 
breakdown  of  these  data  for  each  scjiool. 

Although  the  number  of  tuition  pupils  has  in- 
creased from  last  year's  number  of  30  to  a  total  of 
36,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  Grades  9-12,  as  only 
23  are  enrolled  at  Colebrook  Academy,  while  the  re- 
maining 13  from  the  Valley  District  are  attending  the 
Colebrook  Elementary  School. 


Buildings  and  Equipment 

The  policy  of  keeping  the  buildings  in  a  good  state 
of  repair  and  maintenance  has  been  continued  this 
past  year.  During  the  summer  vacation  such  work 
was  done  and  improvements  made  as  v/ere  believed 
necessary  to  provide  those  quarters  and  facilities 
which  contribute  to  the  happy  life  and  effective  work 
of  the  school. 

In  keeping  with  the  above  mentioned  policy  of 
maintenance  and  repair,  also  work  was  done  on  build- 
ings not  presently  used.     Such  was  the  case  in  hav- 
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ing  the  roof  shingled  at  the  Union  School  in  the  Bungy 
District. 

Classification  of  Schools 

The  district  is  to  be  commended  for  classifying 
the  remaining  schools  this  year,  namely,  with  Grades 
1-4  at  South  Columbia,  and  Grades  5-8  at  Cone.  With 
the  additional  time  that  may  now  be  devoted  to  each 
class  plus  the  greater  opportunity  for  the  teacher  to 
give  more  individual  help  than  was  formerly  possible 
when  all  eight  grades  were  in  the  same  school,  more 
learning  and  understanding  should  result  as  the  boys 
and  girls  progress  from  grade  to  grade. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

The  School  Board's  Budget  and  requested  ap- 
propriation for  1951-52  is  $26,530  as  compared  to  $26,- 
744  for  this  year.  This  amount  is  reduced  by  an  esti- 
mated income  of  $5,000  which  leaves  a  balance  of 
$21,530  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

Legislation 

To  date  no  educational  bills  relative  to  state  aid 
have  come  up  for  discussion  and  consideration  at  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature.  The  indications 
are,  however,  in  so  far  as  the  proposed  formula  for 
determination  and  distribution  of  possible  funds  is 
concerned,  that  the  district  may  receive  possibly  a 
little  more  than  the  amount  allotted  by  the  State  dur- 
ing each  of  the  past  two  years. 


Conclusion 

In  light  of  the  present  world  situations,  and  of 
what  may  be  found  over  the  horizon  just  ahead,  the 
obligation  of  our  schools  to  do  everything  possible 
to  help  our  boys  and  girls  to  effectively  meet  these 
conditions  becomes  paramount. 
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Again  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  apprecia- 
tion to  the  members  of  the  school  board,  parents, 
teachers,  and  citizens  for  all  the  cooperation  received 
in  our  work  together  to  maintain  high  standards  in 
our  schools.
